SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Shock is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication explicitly depicts consensual sexual activity. 

In view of the explicit nature of the sexual activity depicted, and the intended purpose 
of the DVD being sexual arousal, the Classification Office finds that the availability of 
the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to adults. 

The Classification Office must apply the legislative criteria in a manner consistent with 
the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The Classification Office 
considers that the limitation on the availability of this publication is reasonable, no 
more than necessary to prevent likely injury to the public good, and consistent with 
Parliament's intention to restrict publications which deal with matters of sex in such a 
manner that their availability is likely to cause such injury. 
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
